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Coming down “with a bludgeon” 
—in the words of Menlo Park 
| Mayor George S. Ford—the City 
|of Redwood City Tuesday night 
| blocked immediate annexation of 
the 164-acre Bohannon industrial 
tract east of Bayshore highway to 
Menlo Park. 

While declaring that “We don’t 
want to do this,” Redwood City 
* Mayor William Royer, assisted by 
Redwood City Attorney Robert 
Costello, served a restraining or- 
der on each member of the Menlo 
Park City Council to prevent 
adoption of the annexation ordi- 
nance. The ordinance had been 


introduced previously and was up 
for final adoption at the meeting, 
an adjourned regular session call- 
ed primarily for the purpose. 

Speed is important in the action 
because, if the property is to be 
listed on the city’s tax rolls for 
the year 1957-58, the annexation 
must be filed with the secretary 
of state and notification forward- 
ed to the board of, equalization 
prior to Feb. 1. 

Royer told Menlo Park coun- 
cilmen that the only conceyn of 
Redwood City is the 14-odd-acre 
parcel in the tract lying norther- 


boundary between the commu- 
nities. Redwood City already ex- 
tends to Marsh road on the west- 
erly ‘side of the Bayshore free- 
way. 

Redwood City councilmen, Royer 
said, fear, too, that if Menlo Park 
annexes beyond this line—the 
proposed boundary extends to the 
northerly end of Haven avenue— 
there would be nothing to stop =. 
nexations still further to the 
north. 

The Redwood City line does not 
touch the property under discus-

shore freeway and a strip of land 
to the east of it would be left in 
unincorporated territory. 

Royer admitted that Redwood 
City had “made a boo-boo” in giv- 
ing its consent to the annexation 
when it was before the county 
boundaries commission, but said 
none of the councilmen had been 
aware that the area extended be- 
yond the Marsh road line. 

Two courses of action that 
might satisfy Redwood City were 
proposed. 

First, it was suggested that 
Menlo Park proceed with the an- 


nexation, leaving out the area in 
dispute. Menlo Park City Attor- 
ney James T. O’Keefe Jr. declar- 
ed that there were no legal 
grounds for doing this without 
Starting proceedings all 
again, inasmuch as the disputed 
area constitutes more than 5 per 
cent of the overall proposal. Such 
entirely new proceedings would, 
of course, put the action off until 
far beyond the Feb. 1 deadline. 
Costello countered that, al- 
though it was not strictly “legal,” 
the curtailed annexation might be 
carried through on this basis and, 


over [ 


after filing, could be considered 
full effective. This, O'Keefe de- 
clared, would cast a cloud over 
Menlo Park’s jurisdiction in the 
area for all time. 

As an alternative to the smaller 
annexation, it was agreed by 
Royer that a “gentleman’s agree- 
ment” from Menlo Park council- 
men that this city would never 
annex beyond the northerly limit 
of the present proposal might be 
satisfactory.

‘March of Dimes’ Helped: 


In Spite of Polio, Maria Lupetti 
Still Makes a Home for Her Family 


By NANCY LAJEUNESSE 

Managing a household that in- 
cludes one husband, two daugh- 
ters, three guppies, one cat, three 
birds and one chipmunk, would 
seem like quite a job for any wo- 
man. 

For Maria Lupetti of 2441 Gon- 
zaga in University Village it is 


more than a job, it is quite an un-| 


dertaking. Maria is a victim of 
polio. 

It all began five years ago. 
January 7, 1953 is the outstand- 
ing date in the minds of Ro- 
berto and Maria Lupetti. Maria 
was about to have her second 
baby when she became ill, and 
the illness was diagnosed as po- 
lio. An ambulance whisked her 
away from her San Francisco 
and she spent three months in 
isolation at Children’s Hospital. 

If one dreams of lying still and 
resting for several months, ask 
Maria about it. Its no picnic. 
Completely paralyzed, she was un- 
able to move for weeks. After 
continuous therapy she was final- 
ly able to move one leg. 

After her stay at Childen’s hos- 
pital she was moved to Morrison 
Rehabilitation center in San Fran- 
cisco where she spent another fe-v 
months. Here she began a series 
of painstaking but satisfying les- 
sons. Painstaking because it was 
difficult to learn to move various 
limbs: satisfying because after she 
mastered the art of dressing her- 
self and eating by herself, she 
was allow to go home. 

Home to sleep was about all, 
however, for she returned daily 
to the center for more treatments. 
GET ACQUAINTED 

Her baby, born during her Jan- 
uary stay in Children’s hospital, 
hardly knew her mother. When 
Maria returned home in August 
she cared for the baby for the first 
time. This wasn’t easy because 

‘as Maria was confined to a wheel 
chair she needed her two hands 
to roll the chair about. Therapists 
at the center solved this problem 
by helping Maria make a sling 
‘similar to a kangaroo’s pouch as 
part of her class-work. Thus she 
could hold the baby and still move 
about. 

If the March of Dimes pro- 
gram has never appealed to you, 
again ask Maria! She is most 
enthusiastic about the program. 

When she first became ill, a 

| Fepresentative of the March of 


| Dimes called her husband to in- 
| quire if they needed financial aid. 
| Not realizing the tremendous ex- 
| pense involved, his reply was neg- 
ative. Nevertheless the director 
came ts the fore and practically 
all of her expenses were paid for 
/out of Dimes funds. 
| Expenses whith according to 
|the Lupetti’s would have caused 
| them a lifetime of debts, instead 


|of their present debt—that of 
| gratitude. 

| They estimate approximately 
| $4,000 for treatment, hospital 


| care, taxi service to and from the 
| rehabilitation center, wheel chairs 
|and braces, crutches—everything 
|connected with the illness at its 
inception or during the succeed- 
ing years. 

Polio, according to Maria, is not 
just a physical illness, like a virus 
infection from which you recover 
and that’s: that. Due to her in- 
ability to walk, her mental reha- 
| bilitation was a thing to be con- 
sidered. 

MENTAL ATTITUDE 

The Morrison Center, sponsor- 
ed by the March of Dimes, takes 
mental attitude sinto considera- 
tion. Their programs include bus 
trips to shopping areas so that 
the patients will get used to 
crowds and overcome their fears. 

Even a model apartment is used 
to teach the women how to accom- 
plish ordinary household chores 
from a wheel chair. Thus, Maria 
as well as many other women 
have left the center to go home 
and take over their regular house- 
hold duties. 

Roberto Lupetti, her husband, 
an artist by profession, pitches in 
on his off hours to do hard floor 
scrubbing jobs. One job which 
can’t be mastered via wheel chair. 

The Lupetti family moved to 

East Palo Alto last June. They 
moved a bit hesitantly, not 
knowing what the attitude of 
the neighbors would be toward 
Maria. They found these fears 
unjustified when on moving 
day a neighbor brought in a 
box of home-made coskies. 

From that moment on activity

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Debate Climaxes 
Bond Campaign 


Nearly 300 persons jammed into | 
the faculty dining room at Menlo- 
Atherton High School Tuesday 
night to hear a debate concerning 
the $396,000 bond issue on which 
voters of the Menlo Park Elemen- 
tary school district will ballot 
Tuesday. 

The forum, sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters, featur- 
2d Stanford law professor John 
Merryman and business executive 
John Donovan, favoring the bond 
ssue, with attorney Raymond | 
White and business executive J. 
Edward Hall, in opposition. 

Donovan, the first to speak for 
10 minutes, spent most of his time 
explaining the need for the elec- 
‘ion while partner Merryman dis- 
cussed his ideas of the desirability 
of an intermediate school, both 
educationally and financially. 


Main contention of White and 
Hall was that no new school is 
needed since classrooms could be 
added to exisiting school build- 
ings. 

QUOTE REPORTS 

Both sides of the forum quoted 
liberally from letters and reports 
of the Stanford University depart- 
ment of education, from statistics 
compiled by the school district 
and from a report by the Citizens 
Committe for Education. 

Each side was permitted to 
spend 20 minutes, followed by 10- 
minute rebuttals. The session was 
then thrown open to the audience 
for questions. 

Donovan said that 34 of the dis- 
trict’s 91 classrooms are present- 
ly overcrowded, and that students 
in Laurel school were being de- 
nied equal education because of 
crowding.

Menlo Park Elementary School 
District trustees Tuesday called 
on the county district attorney’s 
office to proceed immediately wth 
condemnation of the 13 westerley 
acres of the Silas Palmer propert:

The district has funds in hand 
for the immediate purchase of the 
land. : 

The action was taken after trus- 
tees directed District . Superifi- 
tendent Dr. Melville Homfeld. to 
investigate all possible means: of 
keeping district classes off double 
sessions during the 1957-58 school 
year. Thirty-five of the district’s 
91 classes are presently over- 
crowded, Dr. Homfeld reported. 


And Kingsford Jones; the dis- 
trict’s architect, presented ‘a sife 
development plan under. which, 
he said, all site development 
plus the 16-classroom nucleus 
of the intermediate school could 
be developed for $467,870, ex- 
clusive of the cost of the land. 
He said such a plant could be 
in Operation by the fall of 1958, 
if the district moved promptly. 


The directive to proceed with 
‘ondemnation was framed by 
trustee Jack Davis, who said he 
‘elt the district had already wait- 
‘d long enough in proceeding 
vith its building program. 

From the audience Dr. William 
Tevis urged that the trustees wait 
1 week before preceeding with 
duilding plans, on the basis: that

Intermediate School Has Many 
Advantages, Sequoia Head Says 


Elementary School District or- 
ganization which includes an “in- 
termediate’ school for seventh 
and eighth grade pupils has many 
advantages from the point of 
the future educational careers of 
the youngsters, Dr. Rex Turner, 
Sequoia High School District Su- 
perintendent, declared this week. 

And, he added, the advantages 
of such a school would not be les- 
sened as if and when the elemen- 
tary school districts and the high 
school district become unified. 

“The big advantage of the inter- 
mediate school,” Dr. Turner said, 
“is that it allows for the hiring of 
 teacher-specialists who can give a 
| better grounding in such fields 
|as science and shop courses than 
|is possible under the kindergar- 
| ten-through-eighth grade organi- 
zation.” : 


“Most elementary school dis- 
| tricts without such schools,” he 
| went on, “hire their upper- 

grade teachers almost prayer- 

fully hoping that, besides being 
| good teachers in a general way, 
| they will have a wide enough 
variety of special interests to be

“T have no figures to back it 
up,” Dr. Turner noted, “but I 
have heard from member of the 
high school district faculty that 
graduates of intermediate 
schools, who have the benefit of 
training by specialists in the 
lower grades, move ahead fast- 
er in those same specialties, 
once they get to high school.” 


Possible duplication or obso- 
lescence of an intermediate plant 
was also discounted by Dr. Turner.

The group of people 
who are opposing it have misrep- 
resented facts and distorted fig- 
ures through mailing pieces, tele- 
phone calls,’ press releases and 
handbill to such an extent that it 
is no wonder a good many of the 
people who have talked to me re- 
cently seem confused. 

“The school board, by law,’ is

“Following is a report of the 
Unemployment committee filed 
on January 8th: 


“The Menlo Park Employment 
Committee, which functions as an 
Employment Bureau, Relief Or- 
ganization and Welfare Commit- 
tee for the Menlo Park area in- 
cluding the unincorporated terri- 
tory on the east and west, has a 


variety of activities. Our first 
endeavor of course is to place 
applicants for jobs. Sufficient 


jobs for those desiring to work 
are impossible to obtain. At pres- 
ent we have registered 92 appli- 
cants; 74 men and 18 women with 
a total of 86 dependents, To pro- 
vide for those in urgent need we 
have created emergency jobs 
such as removing cans and rub- 
bish from streets and lots, cutting 
cord wood, making Christmas 
wreaths, sewin gand street work, 
In this way ail cases of desperate 
need have been provided for. We 
have supplied 17 boxes of food, 
mostly to widow with minor chil- 
dren. We have furnished two 
Stoves and distributed six cords 
of wood and quite a number of 
garments of various kinds. . . .”

The following is a copy of a letter I sent to 
the Menlo Park city council last week: 


Gentlemen: 


If there is any single act now on the statute 
books in California that needs strengthening, 
it is the Brown Act. 


I could not disagree more with any single 
sentiment, than I do with the published remarks 
of Councilman Burgess attacking the secrecy 
in government act. 


So long as the telephone Operates, it will 
be possible for any member of this Council to 
call a fellow member to the phone ,and tell him 
his troubles, his hopes, and his plans. 


So long as it is possible for men to meet at 
lunch or to have guests to dinner, it will be pos- 
sible for members of this honorable council to 
discuss public business of the present or future 
without any citizen being the wiser. 

And of course the members of this and any 
other important governing body in California 
are doing these things now. 

I abhor the thought that any newspaperman 
would enter into a “pact” with a public body to 
keep secret its deliberations or any part of them. 

Every other week the members of this Coun- 
cil show up in their most informal clothes and 
sit around a table to discuss the public business 
without official responsibility. A few members 
of the public of Menlo Park sometimes come 
and sometimes chime in with more or less con- 
structive ideas of their own. Aften they correct 
mistaken impressions held by the members of 
the Council. Is this bad? Has Mr. Burgess 
reached the point where opposition in a meet- 
ing is repugnant to him? 

My hope is that the Brown Act will be ex- 
tended to guarantee to citizens the right to 
examine the paperwork in governmental offices, 
when they wish, without having to take a lot 
of abuse from paid employees. Government is 
now so complex that only by such guarantees 
as the Brown Act is it possible for the public— 
and especially the press—to know what is 
going on.

With the mutual 
sponsorship of the World Trade 
Center where the show was held, 
it featured costumes from every 
country which maintains consular 
offices in San Francisco. These 
were shown in conjunction with 

American fashions similar in de- 
sign to show the influence of the 
costumes and fabrics of -other 
countries on American styles. 

Then, on Tuesday of this excit- 
ing week, the fashion press, with 
hundreds of store owners and buy- 
ers were guests at a luncheon 
fashion show in the Terrace Room 

of the Fairmont Hotel. Here we 
got the whole California fashion 
story for Spring, which we shall 
pass on to you as space permits. 

From New York, the most 
outstanding change in the Spring 
picture is the complete absence 
of the Empire lines, and a re- 

turn to the natural waistline. 
This makes everything a little 
easier, skirts easier to wear, 
and sheath looking a little bet- 
ter after the wearing. Many 
skirts are still slim at the hem,
